Early in 1959, Mr. Baughman, Ells mathematics 
instructor and Mr. Johnson, counselor, envisioned a need 
for a scholastic program, which struggling, yet tech- 
nically-minded College-Prep students could enter.

With the assistance 
of Cogswell Polytechnical College of San Francisco, its 
vice-president Mr. Feldman, and two foundation grants, 
the now nationally recognized Richmond Plan was begun 
at Harry Ells and De Anza high schools. 


In the Spring of ‘62, the last semester of Ells’ Class 
of ‘64 sophomore year, thirty students were chosen to be 
in the new Pre-Tech program. These students, the first 
of their kind, were closely observd as scholastic guinea- 
pigs by education and industrial executives throughout 

‘ the U.S. Much was learned in that first two semesters 
which led to the construction of a yet better curriculum 
for the succeeding, class of ‘65, Pre-Tech students. 


Now, at graduation, the products of the first Pre- 
Technology course will prove whether or not their two 
years at Richmond Plan students will end in success. 
Oddly enough, but absolutely no detriment to the course, 
is the fact that many of the graduating Pre-Tech pupils 
intend to enter a line of work or college in pursuit of 
fields other than that of Technology. Business, ocean- 
ography, law, forestry, architecture, and the humanities 
are all fields which the various Richmond Plan graduates 
intend to follow.
